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ILLUSTRATIONS OF SCRIPTURE. 
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For the Christian Herald. 
THE SHEPHERDS AND WISE MEN. 


MANY suppose that the wise men 
mentioned in Matt. il, and the shep- 
herds noticed in Luke ii, to have been 
the same persons, but by examining the 
scripture, we find they were not. 

At the birth of our Saviour Christ, the 
shepherds who were watching their 
flucks by night, were informed that -a 
Saviour was born in the city of David 
and lying in a manger, Luke ii, 11, 12. 
It is evident they understood where the 
babe was, for they said, let us now go 
even into Bethlehem, and see this thing; 
\thich the Lord hath made known to us, 
verse 15; hence they were fully directed 
by the angels, ‘The account of the ma- 
gi or wise men, mentioned Matt. ii. ap- 
pears to be a little after, and some dif- 
fcrent. They saw a star, which for its 
peculiarity they supposed it to be a sign 
of great information about the Christ or 
King of the Jews, hence they went to 
Jerusalem, where, having no informa- 
tion of Angels, they enquired of Herod, 
who called his scribes aud chief priests 
to declare where the scriptures of the 
prophets said Christ should be born ; 
they said in Bethlehem ; hence, Herod 
sent tlhe wise men instead of the angel. 
When they left Jerusalem it appears 
they had not beeu directed by the star 
to go there, for verse 10th says *“*when 


| they saw the star they rejoiced with ex- 


ceeding joy,” and directed by it to 
Bethiehem they found the child in a 
house instead of the manger where the 
shepherds fouud him. By the wise men’s 
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going to Jerusalem, ‘Herod and ail 
his scribes and priests were fully 
brought to believe the wise men’s 
declaration of a Saviour’s birth, 
which belief was proved by killing 
all the young male children of 
Bethlehem to destroy him, though 
they afierward defied that Christ 
had ever been born.
